LONDON, Feb,  25.—Widespread 


indignation is reported to have been 
caused in Holland by the torpedoing 
of seven Dutch steamers in the west- 
ern approaches to the English Chan- 
nel, announcement of which was 
made here Saturday. Four of the 
vessels, with a total of 24,292 tons, 
were sunk and the other three, al- 
though severely damaged, remained 
afloat, The crews of all seven are be- 
lieved to have been saved.

Thought Had Safe Conduct.

Some Datch Comment. 

THE HAGUE, Feb, 25.—The sugges- 
tion has been made to the Dutch gov- 
ernment, the Associated Press learns, 
by leading shipowners that a_ half- 
dozen ships in Dutch or American 
ports be demanded as compensation 
of lost tonnage. 

While official circles remain gravely 
calm there has been an inevitable out- 
burst of deep indignation on the part 
of the Dutch newspapers on what the 
Amsterdam Telegraaf calls “a blow in 
our face and the greatest humiliation 
to which a neutral state has been sub- 
jected.” 

The paper adds: “We confess in- 
ability to see how the honor of our 
nation cf an further be maintained by 
protests.’ 

Other less bellicose newspapers re- 
flect hardly less embitterment on the 
part of the nation on the latest ex- 
ample of German ruthlessness while 
German circles, it is learned, profess 
deep regret, at what they admit to be 
a “ghastly blunder,” 

Amid the chorus of bitter accusa- 
tions levelled at “German frightful- 
ness," the Vanderland exhorts the na- 
tion to exercise self-control and not 
hamper the government at this critical 
moment, when an ineautious action 
might precipitate war, the results of 
| which could be foreseen from the fate 
of other small nations, 

The German legation at The Hague 
has issued a statement declaring that 
the disaster to the Dutch steamer “was 
due to an extremely regrettable coin- 
cidence of circurnstances which is un- 
fortunate, but beyond our control.”

The future held out great in- 
dacements in the old land. But he 
tirned his back on the materialistic 
side of life and became one of those 
rugged pioneers who have helped to 
lny the foundation stones of civiliza- 
tion in this part of the world. He left 
the impress of his_ self-sacrificing 
labors all over the west, from York 
actory, On the Hudson's Bay, to Fort 
Shupeon, in the Mackenzie River dis- 
imict. Many men would have shirked 
qfich labors as he undertook, including 
the successfol stamping-out of sman- 
pox among. the Indians at Fort Carle- 
ton in 1871.

A short time ago the Burns Com- 
pany asked Council to take the matter 
in hand, as proper sewer accommoda- 
tion was promised at the time when 
the plant was built, and up-to the pre- 
sent the drainage had only been of a 
| temporary character, which is now in- 

sufficient. 

Engineer Haddow was asked to 
make a report on the request, and he 
presents alternative schemes, one be- 
ing to take the seWer by way of 
Westminster avenue, which would 
cost in all about $18,000.00, and would 
drain a district of approximately 58 
acres, While the other route is by way 
of 120 (Spadina) avenue to T$rd 
street. This would cost about $36,400 
and would drain an area of 250 acres, 
As it is uncertain where the city 
would take delivery of the plant sew- 
age an alternative estimate for prac- 
lically the same route, only extend- 
ing somewhat longer, as far as 70% 
lane, is given, which would cost $50. 
000 and would drain the same amount 
of acreagre—250, 

The engineer recommends the Spa- 
dina avenue route, as it drains a larg- 
er district and is capable of extension, 
Whereas the other route, although 
considerably cheaper, is confined in 
area, and cannot well be extended, 

The engineer comerders that the 

Burns Company should bear a pro- 
portion of the cost, or else that it 
might finance the work and carry the 
interest charges for a period.

Prof. Coar Delivers Inspiring Ad.

Prof, John Firmin Coar, Ph.D. 
professor of German at the University

spoke on the announced  subjeci, 
“Civilization’s Divine Tragedy,” Re- 


yond the gloum and bloodshed of the 
world conflict Dr. Coar saw a re- 
splendeat day dawning and declared 


that, through it, mankind was learn- 
ing that God was immanent, not ex- 
ternal, and that. the erent facts of 
justice, righteousness and love were 
not the attributes of some remote 
tribal divinity but existed within the 
very spirit of man himself. It was 
an inspiring and convincing sermon 
which carried light and hope into 


the hearts of all his hearers 
He took 4s hig texts the words from 
» Epistle to the Romans, “The suf- 


a 


feFings of this present time are not 
Worthy to be compared with the glory 
that shall live in us” and from Gene- 
sis, “The spirit of God moved upon 
the face of the waters.” 

We were fee to face, he believed, 
with the crisis of this tragedy, but 
though a certain pessimism rises in 
us and scalding tears came to th 
eye, yet humanity after all was not 
writing in its death agony but a new 
humanity Was rising and a new God 
In the midet of the apparent cata- 
clysm humanity w manifesting the 
divine in many Ways It was the ex 
perience which Mr, Wells sought to 
fet forth in his novel, “Mr. Prittling 
sees it through,” the realization that 
God was not an external being bu 
is in us. 

The God men worshipped hefore 
the war was a4 private God, a selfieh 
Cod, concerned with  idiosyncracies 
identified with some particular party, 
person or nation, Germany had its 
official Goad,

Coar described how this offiels 
German deity was recognized in tha 
country by citing the case of a Ge 


man colonel, who in private life was 


a publisher, a scholarly, intelleetun! 
and personally loveable, whose lette 

from Belgium the speaker had beer 
privileged to read.

filled with Seripturaiy worded — es- 
pressions declaring that the Lord wo 
the especial champion and defender 
of Germany against all other nations 
and denouncing those other natio 

for conspiring to destroy the father 


lana. Yet the letters were written 
froth towna in Belgiun in which the 
most unspe bie horrors jiad been 
committed iermans that had ever 


been chronieled in. history, and in 
one of. these [owns the very man who 
wrote the letters was in command, 

The Héeople at home did rot appre- 
ciate the contrast hétween the pro- 
fessions: ‘ind assertions of the letters 
end the conditions which were « 
seribed in those aaetee towns. 

That kind of God, however, said 
the Bpeaker, was not the sole prero- 
gative of Germany and the Gernians. 
There was none of the allied nations 
in which God was not habitually re-

an assistant to Dr. Fowler—a noted 
physician living in Edinburg's suburb. 
Then for fours years he practised his 
profession alohe at East Linton, near 
Haddington. While up in Edinburgh 
one day, he met a cousin of his naim- 
ed Fraser, who was then general sec- 
retary of the Hudson's Bay Company 
in London, 

From him the young doctor learned 
of the big Company's operations in 
Rupert's Land, of their need of doc- 
tors in the wide unsettled country and 

—potent allurement to the young 
Britisher always!—of the abundance 
of game to be had there. 

As u result Dr. MacKay joined the 
Hudson's Bay service. In 1864 he sail- 
ed from London on June 138, having 
attended the night before the annual 
dinner of the directors of the Com- 
pany officers leaving for the fur coun- 
try. Jt was just such another dinner 
as Ballantyne describes in his book 
on the Hudson's Bay. At Stromness 
the ship stopped to take up men, to 


get provisions, and as a final farewell |

This route employed by the Hud- 
son's Bay Company for a hundred 
years was changed in 1882 to the pres- 
ent shipping route by Edmonton and 
Athabasca Landing.

(James Kirkness, an old-timer 
of Edmonton district, came out that 
year also.) There were three ships 
leaying London. Two of these are de- 
scribed by Ballantyne—the ‘Prince of 
Wales,” a full rigged ship; the barque 
“Prince Arthur,” a two-sand-ahalf 
mast ship, and a third called the 
“Ocean Nympha.” 

Twice, when coming through the 
Straits, the Prince of Wales was 
caught in the ice, and delayed several 
days. The ship had long before lost 
sight of its two companions which 
probably had a similar fortune. The 
men enjoyed walking about on the ice, 
and got fresh water there. Had their 
ship been a modern ice-breaker, the 
Doctor believed they could have push- 
ed their way through the heavy cakes 
of ice drifting out of the bay, but the 
ships of those days found discretion 
the better part, and lay still while the 
ice floes fixed about them. At the west 
end of the straits the ship was becalm- 
ed for several days. 

It was about at the entrance to the 
bay that this ship caught sight of the 
Prince Arthur and an American 
whaler, and it was here the current 
carried the Prince of Wales out of her 
route, so that when at last a fair wind 
sprang up and a heavy fog was over 
the bay, the bonny old ship ran under 
full sail crash into Mansfield Island at 
two o'clock in the morning. Every- 
one on board awakened in fright, to 
find thére was no danger, but a fur- 
ther delay for repairs, as the ship was 
badly battered. 

Landed at York Factory 

The Doctor landed at York Factory, 
the Company's chief port, then con- 
sisting of little more than the Com- 
pany’s post. It was inhabited by about 
60 white people, of whom probably a 
dozen were women. Several Indian 
tribes dwelt in outlying districts, They 
were a contented, healthy aggrega- 
tion of people at the post. The at- | 
mosphere was clear and_ bracing, 
germs few, and people healthy. Un- 
fortunately, on two different occasions 
the post was visited with epidemics of 
scarlet fever and of typhoid brought 
out from England by the ships. Bach 
time about half of the people at the 
post were ill, but few died. 

For three yeurs the doéctor stayed 
here as doctor to the post, and, after 
leaving York Factory, Dr. MacKay 
passed one winter at Norway House, 
then was sent into the Mackenzie dis- 


trict to Fort Simpson in the summer 
of 1868. 
The route of the Athabasca and

detail by Dr. MacKay, as follows:

Need of Doctors in North 

It was in recalling his frequent 
transfers by the Company to posts 
where his medical services were most 
required, that Dr. Mackay one day 
expressed himself most strongly upon 
the pressing need of doctors in the 
north country, and in fact everywhere 
that the Indians collect inj numbers 

Going up with the MacKenzie bri- 
gade of boats by way of Jle a la Crosse 
and Portage la Loche, he reached Fort 


Simpson, which he made his head- 
quarters for the succeeding four 
years. This was a post of some dis- 


tinction among the northern trading- 
posts. The library there, from which 
books were lent out to men all along 
the MacKenzie valley, contained then 
about 1,000 volumes. These had been 
collected by Chief Factor Julian Stew- 
art, Bishop Bompas and Chief Factor 
William Hardisty. 

Whilst staying at Fort Simpson Dr. 
MacKay went down the river every 
spring with the MacKenzie brigade to 
Portage la Loche, tending to the men 
—about 100°'in each brigade—and the 
posts along the way, Forts Providence, 
Resolution, Smith, Chipweyan, Hay 
River, Fort McKay (named after the 
Doctor), Fort MeMurray and Portage 
la Loche. 

The first year he was at Simpson he 
went hundreds of miles across to Fort 
Liard, where he found a great deal of 
sickness among the Indians, The Liard 
and Nahanni Indians, he found to be 
ua proud, active, distrustful race, They 
are wilder than the plain Indians, but 
are good friends to the whites when 
once they make friends. Once a year 
about June—the Nahannies came in 
to the fort at Liard in great state, in 
a long line of canoes laden with furs. 

Ford Liard, which was originally 
named Fort uux  Liards, derives its 
name from the abudance of poplar 
(lard) trees in its vicinity, and offers 
another instance of the wide explora- 
tions of the French voyageurs and 
half-breeds in the earliest days of the 
west. They penetrated everywhere 
and haye left the traces of their cour- 
age and enerey in numberless names. 
At Fort Liard and Fort Nelson in this 
rich north-westerly region the Doctor 
enjoyed fine: vegetables grown at the 
Company's posts. The soil seemed

After 1887, however, he had another 
mode of transportation, for in that 
year the first steamer, the “Wrigley,” 
Wes put on the MacKenzie River by 
the Hudson's Bay Company.

When, in 1871, news of the small- 
pox epidemic reached the north, Dr. 
MacKay came south to Fort Carleton, 
arriving there in January, The disease 
had about worn itself out, but there 
vas still three weeks of attendance 
for the doctor. One clerk died. He 
returned to Fort Simpson in March, 
and hearing that there was a great 
deal of sicki:ess among the Indians at 
Great Bear Lake he went 
Nicholl Taylor was in charge of the 
post. In the spring he went down 
with the brigade to La Loche. 

The next autumn he went down to 
Fort Rate on Great Slave Lake and 
wintered there. He went to this fort 
in the following year again and was 
then put in charge of this fort, com- 
bining trading with medicine. He 
was anxious for more constant occ 
pation than he had as itinerant physi- 
cian, 


Began Work as Trader 

So it was that forty-five years ago 
-—a life-time almost—the Highland 
doctor began his work as a trader at a 
circuit of far northern posts. He spent 
three years at Fort Rae; then he was 
sent on to take charge of Fort Reso- 
lution until 1877. He spent one year 
at Dunvegan, then was sent to Fort 
Resolution as Chief Trader in 1879, 
the frequent changes being made to 
sive the Indians at each post the 
benefit of a doctor. 

In 1881, Dr. MacKay went to Eng- 
land for a visit, wintering there, On 
his return in 1882 he was placed in 
charge of Fort Dunvegan and stayed 


there until 1889, when he was ap- 
pointed to Fort Chipweyan. Here, 
during a severe epidemic of scarlet 
fever he had to attend alone to his 


wife and six children, as well as peo- 
ple outside, He lost one child. 

For ten years he remained at this 
important post of the company. It 
was the seat of the venerable Bishop 
Grouard, to whose devoted work Dr. 
MacKay referred with eulogy and 
tenderness. In 1898 the Doetor, who 
bad been married at Fort Simpson in 
1874, came to Edmonton with his 
family, and here spent: his remaining 
years.

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The railway from Oliver to St. 
Paul des Metis is not the only one 
of its propected lines the Dominion 
Government is refusing to con- 
struct. The settlers in the dis- 
trict between the Pembina River 
and the Athabasca, around Green- 
court and Whitecourt, are being 
left stranded in like manner to 
those in the St. Paul district. They 
have, indeed, the added aggrava- 
tion that the railway to which 
they have been looking for trans- 
portation facilities was graded all 
the way to Whitecourt in 1913. 
Steel has been laid from Onoway 
iv Sangudo, at the crossing of the 
Pembina, and this section was put 
in operation upwards of two years 
ago. But the seetion from San- 
gudo to Whiteeourt is still with- 
out steel, and there is no evidence 
of any intention on the part of 
Dominion Government and their 
partners, MacKenzie and ‘Mann, to 
lay the steel at anv early date. As 
in the case of the St. Paul line, 
the bonds of this road have been 
sold, and the money is lying in the 
banks awaiting the decision of 
the Dominion Ministers and their 
partners to devote it to the pur- 
pose for which the Provincial Gey 
ernment loaned the credit of the 
Province, Presumably the animat- 
ing motive is the same in both 
cases; and construction is refused 
cither because the Ministers at Ot- 
tawa do not consider these lines 
worth building, or because they 
are in collusion with their friends 
in the Provincial Legislature to 
work up hostility toward the Pro- 
vincial Government because they 
have not been built. 

That the bloeking of construe- 
tion of these two long-prousised 
and much-needed lines is a politi- 
cal dodge, aimed at discrediting 
the Provincial Government, is sug- 
gested by the measures the Do- 
ininion authorities have taken to 
prevent the Province getting con- 
trol of the bond-money and mak- 
ing arrangements with some other 
company to build the roads. ‘The 
Province holds a first mortgage 
ou the roads in seeurity for the 
provincial ‘eredit loaned in the 
guarantee of the bonds. The Do- 
inion Government holds a second 
mortgage on the roads us part of 
the arrangement by which it be- 
came partner with MacKenzie aud 
Mann in the ownership of the C, 
N. R, system. If the CNR. de- 
faulied in payment of the interest 
on the bonds, the Province would 
have to pay. Ifthe Provinee paid, 
the Provincial Government could 
jay claim to the disposition of the 
bond-money, and might proceed to 
make a bargain with some other 
company, say the C.P.R. te cvon- 
struct the lines. The Dominion

Maybe 
the shortage can be made up from 
Quebee, though if the munitions 
producing business is to be push- 
ed ahead in any large way the 
workers of that province will pro- 
bably elect to work at home for 
high pay rather than come west 
to work for comparatively small 
pay. The prospect of getting men 
from the States is not better, at 
least not without explaining away 
the National Service scheme to 
the point of impotence. The 
prospective shortage of farm 
hands in the west is in part due to 
the fact that some thousands of 
Americans and others went across 
the border when Mr. Bennett be- 
gan to threaten industrial con- 
scription. They will not likely 
come back exeept on very explicit 
assurance that there is to be no 
such conscription; and until that 
assurance is given their influence 
will be exerted to keep others 
from coming. Having helped to 
create the situation, it is fitting 
that Mr. Bennett should be ex- 
pected to do what he can to reme- 
dy it, and now is the time to act. 
It is to be hoped that he will sue- 
ceed, though to do so it seems 
likely that he may have to run an- 
other platform campaign explain- 
ing that his former talk about in- 
dustrial conseription was all 
bunk. 

Whatever he had in mind—and 
he probably had a good many 
| things—there ean’ be no doubt 
that the exceedingly cautious 
manner in which President Wilson 
has dealt with Germany has re- 
sulted in an unanimity of opinion 
in the Republic regarding the pir- 
ates which did not exist even 
when the Lusitania was sunk. The 
‘Tnited States is inhabited by a 
hundred million people, drawn 
from all corners of the earth, in- 
teusely devoted to the business of 
making a living and trying to ac- 
cumulate wealth, and strongly per- 
meated by a desire to avoid the 
horrors and cost of war at any 
veasonable price. Great bodies 
move slowly, especially when the 
**bedy’’ is the mind of a nation so 
composed, suddenly confronted 
with a situation involving the pos- 
sibility of a war against a great 
and absolutely ruthless military 
yower. Time was necessary for 
the fact to get home to the realiza- 
tion of the composite American 
people that Germany had really 
started a campaign for the mas- 
tery of the world; and that the 
traditional isolation of the United 
States from the affairs of Europe 
could no longer be maintained 
save at the sacrifice of national 
rights, prestige and ‘self-respect. 
The prolonged course of negotia- 
tions in which Washington engag- 
ed, and the consistent efforts of 
the President to avoid the neeessi- 
ty of a break with Berlin, gave 
this time for publie opinion to 
catch up to the significance of the 
war, a significance that was in- 
stantly apparent to nations which 
had lived for a generation in the 
shadow of the growing German 
menace, and had comprehended 
the inhuman system of philosophy 
by which the German mind was 
being prepared for an assault 
upon human liberty and the very 
canons of civilization. There is 
abundant evidence that American 
opinion has now traversed the 
long way ,from pacificism to a 
consciousness o: world-relation- 
ship and national responsibility, 
and that it stands as solidly ay 
could ever be expected behind the 
President’s assertion of American 
rights. It is striking that the sev- 
erance of relations with Berlin 
brought no outbreak of German 
sympathizers in the United States.

| New Brunswick Elections. 
Bie 

The New Brunswick govern- 
ment ditched the late premier, 
selected the best man available as 
new premier, and went to the 
polls on the shortest notice pos- 
sible. Before dissolution the 
count stood 46 government and 2 
opposition. The latest returns at 
time of writing give the opposi- 
tion 23 seats, government 21, with 
four seats in Gloucester County to 
be elected today. If the figures 
given are correct the government 
is defeated. For if the 
Gloucester seats go government 
they will only have a majority of 
one in the house with the speaker 
in the chair, which is hardly a 
working majority. On the other 
hand if the Gloucester seats go to 
the opposition they will have a 
majority of five on the floor with 
the speaker in the chair, which is 
a possible working majority. The 
defeat of three of ‘the ministers 
adds emphasis to the reversal of 
public opinion shown by the great 
increase in the opposition seats. 
The defeat of the leader of the op- 
position is not as significant as 


a 


that of members of the govern- 


ment, as he was new to public life, 
and no doubt a concentrated ef- 
fort was made by the government 
forces to secure his defeat. The 
Provincial government, of course, 
had the full support of the Do- 
minion government, with all the 
power of money and_ patronage 
that it could bring to bear. <A 
striking instance of the length to 
which the Dominion government 
would go in order to help their 
friends in the provinee was the 
purchase outright of the Interna- 
tional Railway, a road 110 miles 
long in Northern New Brunswick, 
connecting the railway systein of 
Northern Maine with the Baie de 
Chaleur and the International 
Railway. The Dominion had held 
this railway under lease for some 
years, with the option to purchase, 
but the option was only exercised 
when the provincial clections were 
in sight. The cost to the treasury 
would be not less than two million 
dollars. 

The downfall of the New Bruns- 
wick governmeut dated from the 
previous provincial election, in 
preparation for which the then 
government, under Premier Flem- 
ing, systematically blackmailed 
the lessees of timber limits for 
election funds. Fleming carried 
the provinee by 46 to 2; but some- 
body squealed. There was a 
judicial mvestigation, such as the 
Hon. Robert Rogers does not ap- 
prove of, the facts were proven, 
and Premier Fleming became ex- 
premier. Tle was succeeded by 
Premier Clark, who was succeeded 
immediately before these elections 
by Premier Murray. 

Whatever currents or cross- 
currents there may have been that 
brought about the defeat of the 
local government it is evident that 
the party name Conservative is no 
longer one to conjure with in New 
Brunswick. Only two provinces 
are now governed by parties call- 
ing themselves Conservatives, 
Prince Edward Island, with a ma- 
jority of two, and Ontario, with 


what, notwithstanding recent 
losses, is still a substantial 
majority. The lesson of New 


Bruuswick is the same as that of 
Manitoba and British Columbia, 
namely that in the end dishonesty 


is bad policy. 
The fruit growers of the 
Okanagan are forming a United 


Farmers’ Association. Needless to 
say its views in regard to the duty 
on apples are not identical with 
those of the United Farmers of 
Alberta. The Vancouver Province 
reports that at Naramatta—which 
ships in the neighborhood of 
35,000 erates of fruit per year— 
there is at the present a growing 
dissatisfaction with the workings 
of the Okanagan Fruit Growers’ 
Union, ‘‘the mamoth organization 
that has handled the lion’s share 
of the valley’s fruit for the past 
three years,”’. . . ‘‘chiefly on ac- 
count of low prices, but the ques- 
tion of locating the trouble has not 
as yet been solved.’’ The repre- 
sentative of the Union, speaking to 
a meeting of shareholders at 
Naramatta on February 17, ‘‘ made 
a strong plea for a united front in 
facing present market conditions. 
The indications are, he said, that 
See 
ing heavy. Nor is there room to 
doubt that when the President de- 
cides that duty requires him to 
back up his assertions of national 
Yights by force he will carry the 
country with him in a way that 
could not have been done had he 
provoked hostilities by precipi- 
tate action, or omitted any word 
or act compatible with national 
honor in the effort to preserve 
peace. ‘ 
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there will be an effort made to 
smash the union such a heavy blow 
by certain rival selling organiza- 
tions—especially on the prairies— 
that it behooves every grower to 
stiek to the one agency that can 
at all cope with the situation.’’ * 

So it appears that notwithstand- 
ing the increased duty of 10 
cents a box on apples, imposed up- 
on the farmers of the prairies by 
the Borden government at the 
parliamentary session of 1916, for 
the avowed purpose of saving the 
fruit industry of British Cohimbia, 
it js still unsaved. The prairie 
consumer is paying the increased 
price, but the British Columbia 
producer is not getting the money. 
It is a hopeful sign when he 
awakens to the fact that his needs 
have been used as an argument to 
line the middleman’s pockets. The 
increased duty on apples was bare- 
faced robbery of the prairie con- 
sumer. The British Columbia 
producer frankly made himself 
a party to that robbery. He is 
not entitled 10 any sympathy if 
the middleman robs him as he in- 
tends to rob the prairie consumer. 
No doubt the agitation and ad- 
ditional organization will work 
out to a demand for another turn 
of the screw on the prairie home- 
steader, in the hope that the 10 
cents a box extra protection al- 
ready given will satisfy the mid- 
dleman and that if another 10 
cents were put on it would be 
graciously permitted to go to the 
nan who grew the orchard and 
picked the apples. But whoever 
gets the money the prairie con- 
sumer must pay it. 


The Journal-Press of Ottawa, in 
an article endorsing the govern- 
ment’s administration of war mat- 
ters, says:

With all due deference to the 
Journal-Press the mistake that has 
cost Britain and her Allies so dear | 
is not comparisons with perfee- 
tion, but with imperfection. In- 
stead of comparisons being made 
to induce inereased efficiency, they 


have been made to excuse, and, 
therefore, continue inefficiency, 
Perfection may not always be 


reached,~ but =shonid” “always © be 
striven for. The only way to in- 
crease efficiency is to set up the 
standard of perfeetion and then 
work to it. So long as we rest 
satisfied short of perfection we 
permit the possibility of being out- 
classed, and therefore beaten by 
our enemies. The Journal-Press 
and its friends are more anxious 
to justify the government than to 
win the war. quith was a 
greater man than Borden. The 
soundness of his purpose could not 
be questioned, but because his ad- 
ministration lacked the efficiency 
that meant victory, he was dis- 
placed. What Canada and the 


Allies need now is not excuses, but 
results.

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London, eb. 23 (via Reuter's Ot- 
lawa)+—Premier Lloyd George began 
his speéch in the Mouse of Commons 
today by apologizing for not being rea- 
dy yesterday, the fact being that he 
was engaged in the discussion of this 
very problem with . winistérs from 
France who came over for the pur- 
pose, The Premier then proceeded: 
dis Upon Tonnage. 

“Thé nitimate success of the allied 
cause depenns, in my judgment, on 
our solving the tonnage difficulties 
with which we are confronted. Be- 
fore the war our shipping tonnage 
was only just adequate. There was a 
very large shipbuilding. programme, 
but it was to a vary Gonsiderable ex- 
tent suspended after the war, owing 
to the essential uctivity of the navy. 
Since the war began there has been 
an enormous increase in the demands 
upon our tonnage. There is transport 
for the navy, for the army, and for 
our expeditions to France and eastern 
waters. Our allies have made very 
considerable demands upon British 
tonnage, Over 1,000,000 tons of our 
shipping have been allocated to 
France, and there is a very consider- 
able tonnage set aside for Russia and 
also for -Italy. The balance left for 
the ordinary needs of the nation, after 
providing for these war exigencies, is 
only about one half of the whole of 
our tonnage. The shipbuilding capa- 
city of this country has been consider- 
ably limited by greatly incrensed de- 
mands for shipbuilding -for the navy 
and the ordinary wear and tear of the 
navy. On top of that there has been 
undoubtedly a very considerable ton- 
nage of our shipping sunk by submar- 
ines in the course of the Jast two and 
one-half »vears of warfare. In_ the 
last four or five months the ratio of 
sinking, of our tonnage has increased, 
and this month, owing to the very 
special efforts. made by Germany, has 
been the worst, 

Germans Concentrated on Subs. 

“vhs? “Germans,” he continued, 
“have concentrated upon the building 
of submarines, in order to destroy our 
mercantile marine, fully realizing that 
this is far and away the most effec- 
tive way, and the only effective way, 
of putting out of action what they con- 
sider. to be the most formidable item 
in the alliance. There has been for 
some time, and T think the House 
must know it, and the country must 
know Tt, a shortage of tonnage for the 
ordinary needs of the nation and even 
a certain shortage for the military ex- 
igencies of our allies and ourselves. 
Sir Mdward Carson made a very frank 
statement the other day as to the 
facts, He withheld nothing from the 
House, but there is always a disposi- 
tion to dwell upon what is pleasant 
ond rather ignore the graver or dis- 
quieting aspects of a statement. Un- 
doubtedly that is so, and I regret that 
i notice a little of that even in he 
comments on his statements. It is far 
better that the nation should realize 
absoluely what is the position. 


Drastic Measures Necessary. 

“T have nothing new to say, but T 
do ask you to read, and read a second 
lime, the statements of the first lord 
of the admiralty, and you will then 
ret a perfect view of the state of 
things, and it is undoubtedly one that 
calls for the gravest measures to deal 
with the problem. If we take it in 
hand and take it in hand at once and 
take very drastic measures, Wwe can 
cope with that peril, If we do not, T 
am not going to withhold from the 
House the fact that if the nation is 
not prepared to accept drastic mea- 
sures for dealing with the submarine 
peril, there is disaster in front of us. 
And eam here, with all the responsi- 
bility. of ¢ ninister of the Crown, to 
teil ti andthe nation that 
Tact. 

‘The government are proposing 
measures whieh we think will be ade- 
quate. Tt does mean enormous sacri- 
fices on the part of évery class in tho 
céOmmunity and the national grit is 
roing ta be tested by the answer that 
is going to be given to the statements 
I make today on behalf of the govern- 
ment, 


Half In War Work. 

“ft will give the House an indication 
of what the shipping position is by 
reading the figures of the tonnage of 
British ships that entered our ports 
in the 12 months before the war and 
during the last 12 months. I want 
you to bear in mind that nearly half 
our tonnage is engaged in war work. 
The 12 months before the war about 
50,000,000 of tonnage entered British 
During the last 12 months that 
was reduced to 30,000,000 tons. That 
is not submarine work. That is al- 
most exclusively attributed to the fact 
that a very large proportion of our 
tonnage has been allocated to the al- 
lies. A very considerable proportion 
goes direct to France with commodi- 
ties from America and elsewhere, and 
an good deal goes to Mesopotamia, 
Igypt, India and Saloniki. But that 
shows the extent to which tonnage ay- 
ailable for carrying commodities to 
the United Kingdom has been reduc- 
ed owing to the inevitable operations 
of the war, apart altogether from the 
German submarine menace, I haye 
only one or two words to say about 
that matter. The government are 
hopeful of finding means of dealing 
effectively with*German submarines, 
but we should be guilty of eritminal 
folly if we rested our action or our 
policy on @ tranquikenticination of be- 
ing able to renlize>-that. hope. We 
must be able to carry the war through 
to a victorious end, however long vic- 
tory may tarry, even though we fail 
to hunt the submarine “6éut of the 
deep, There is no sure foundation for 
victory exeept that. I want’ the 
liouse and the country to: realize that 
we cannot build on anything else. A 
er deal of our-tonmnage has been 
sunk, and I dare say that a good deal 
more will be sunk, before we succeed 
in overcoming. that menace, 

Command of Seas Never Absolute 

“But even if we succeed there is no 
warning which is quite unnecessary. 
The command of the seas has never 
been absolute, You cannot achieve 
complete immunity from piratical at- 
tacks on your ships whatever you do. 
That is the lesson of history. The sea 
is wide and is trackless. In the wars 
of Louis XIV. we bad command of the 
seas, as we had at-the battle of Tra- 
falgar. Sti hundreds of our ships 
yere sunk every year. You cannot 
ommand complete immunity on the 
a, and if we are able to discover 
smething that will make the life of 
1e submarine almost impossible on 
ea, even then you e¢annot guarantee 
hat ships will not be sunk by these 
iratical methods, 

“Therefore, you have got to deal 
vith the problem of tonnage ruthless- 
ly and promptly; and I say s0 now, be- 
cause on behalf of the government I 
am submitting measures for dealing 
with that shortage. These measures 
are divided into three categories; first 
of all are the measures to be adopted 
by the navy for grappling with the 
menace as explained by Sir Edward 
Carson; the second is the building of 
merchant ships, wherever we can get 
them; the third is to limit our needs 
for overseas transport by dispensing 
with all non-essential commodities 


ports,

now being brought from overseas and 
by producing as rauch of the essentials 
of Jife as We can at home, 


“There is-one thing which T must 
say about shipbuilding, b ise here 
1 have got to make a special appeal to 
labor. 1 am. convinced ‘after na rood 
deal of examination of the problem 
and hearfng What has been said by 
both employers and working men, 
that the output can be very consider- 
ably increased by alteration of meth- 
ods. Wherever payment by results 
has been introduced there has been an 
increase in the output of the ship- 
building yards, sometimes twenty, 
sometimes thirty, and sometimes even 
forty. per cent. 

“We mnirade a special appeal to our 
trades unions concerned in, shipbuild- 
ing to assent to the introduction of 
these methods and in some yards they 
have alrendy been introduced. I was 
Glad to get a telegram from Liverpool 
yosterday stating that the Liverpool 
trades unions had agreed to. recom- 
mend to their workmen that this 
course should be pursued, It also in- 
volves the undertaking on the part of 
the employers ‘that if large wages are 
made by the men as the result of spe- 
cial -efforts no advantare must be 
taken of that. to reduce rates, 

“And I am perfectly certain from 
what they told me dhat they have no 
intention of doing anything of the 
kind; and if they do I want them to 
Feel that not merely the gcvernment 
but ithe, House of Commons would be 
behind the government, in deprecating 
ony attempt to penalize the good 
worker by reducing the rate of pay- 
ment, 

Fear of Picce Rates. 

“That has been the great folly of the 
past, and that is why the fear of these 
piece rates has simply. bitten into the 
workiagmen's mind. In America they 
have never made that mistake, ani 
the result has been that huge wages 
are earned, but in the long run ¢m- 
ployers have discovered that it pays 
them hetter. That is all I want to say 
about shipbuilding. It is really es- 
sential that we should get as much 
work as possible out of the yards, not 
merely for shipbuilding for our mer- 
cantile marine but for the building of 
craft for coping with the submarines 
at sea, Our shipbuilding capacity, 
the greatest in the world, is barely 
adequate for the gigantic task which 
bas been thrown upon it because we 
have practically to sustain the, whole 
of the burden ourselves. The Italian, 
French and Russian contribution is a 
very substantial one, but in the main 
the budren is on the shoulders of Bri- 
tain, and if workmen and employees 
in all classes of the community strive 
to do their utmost 1 believe Britain 
can bear that burden successfully 
right to the end, 

Home Production. 

“Now we come ‘to the second me- 
thod of dealing with this problem of 
tonnage-—-that is home produation. Let 
us take the articles of the greatest 
bulk which consume our tonnage. The 
first is timber, Last year we imported 
6,500,00 tons of timber trom abroud. 
or these, two miliions were. pit props 
for the collieriés, ‘The bulk of the re- 
mainder was. used for the | military 
forces here and*in- France, being: ne- 
cessary for the efficiency of the army, 
for the construction of dugouts, for 
trench boards and for a,variety of 
other things. It is quite obvious that 
if tonnage is to be saved this is one of 
the first problems to be attacked, 

“Arrangements Have “been made for 
going into the question, both here and 
in France, as to the best method of 
economizing the use of timber. ‘The 
army in France is a very const®erable 
consumer of timber, and appeals have 
heen made from time .. to time to. the 
French government, and the French 
rovernment has been extraordinarily 
liberal in responding. They have al- 
ready placed two forests at the dis- 
pogal of our army ,and I am afraid we 
shall have to appeal to them to make 
greater sacrifices of their beautiful 
forests, as tonnage is as vital to them 
s to ourselves in order to conduct the 
war successfully. 

“If we can manage to secure a suf- 
ficlent number of forests in France 
end also to secure labor for the pur- 
pose of cuting down the trees, there 
will be an enormous saying of tonnage 
in respect of timber. 

Self-Supporting Country, 

“Another method is to develop some 
home supplies and make this country 
self-supporting @uring the war in tim- 
ber. I do not think it is very long ag 
when the collieries of this country got 
practically the whole of their pit 
props here. ‘Mio woods are here and 
there !s no doubt at all if-we had the 
labor and means of transpert the 
whole of the enormous tonnage now 
used in Importing timber could be 
savedy and that is one of the questions 
we are devoting ouselves te—to find 
the necessary men, who are just as es- 
sential in order to enable us to get pli 
props in this country. There is a gf00) 
ceal of other timber in this qountry, 
and in fact I am not gure that we have 
not got practically all the timber we 
require for the duration of the war, 
provided we could get the necessary 
labor for the purpose of cutting and 
transporting it. 

“So far as pit props are concerned, 
you need not have skilled labor; when 
we come to the cutting of other tim- 
ber, you must undoubtedly have the 
introduction of a certain percentage of 
highly skille@ahor. I am told we 
have got in this country a consider- 
able number of woodsmen and fores- 
ters, not of military age, on the large 
estates, and if they. volunteer to assist 
us then you couk? ditute their labor 
with unskilled workmen and by that 
means.I think we haye sufficient labor 
here in due course to cut down pit 
props for practically the whole of our 
cobijeries, and also to cut down a suf- 
ficient quantity of other timber to en- 
able us to save perhaps hundreds of 
thousands, if not a million of tons ef 
shipping; therefore I trust that when 
appeal is made to woodsmen and to 
foresters to enroll themselves in a 
rew army for the purpose of assisting 
the etate at this critical juncture, both 
employers and workmen will render 
all assistance in thelr power for the 
achievement of this end, 

Unskilled Workmen, 

“We will.aiso need thousands, if no: 
tens of thousands, of unskilled work- 
men who will be able to assist them in 
work which does not require high 
skin. 

“The next heaviest item 1s fron ore. 
We are melting millions of tons every 
year and we cannot cut down the sup- 
ply by a single ton, It is essential for 
munitions of war, essential for ship- 
huilding, and essential for machinery 
required in agricultural work, There 
fore, we must find ships for this work 
ft all costs in order not to diminish 
the efficiency of the army and navy, 
for that would be folly, unless there 
are means for finding those materials 
in this country. As a matter of fact 
there is plenty of ore in this country, 
lt is rather low grade ore; {ts quality 
iis not so good, and being low grade 
ore it did not pay as a commercial 
proposition to dig it. It was cheaper 
to get the better class of ore from 
Spain. But this is not a commercial 


question; this is not a question of get- 
tt eh ore; itds aq of get- 
ting it without using up tonnage. 
It involves, wnfortunatcly, the ineteas- 
ing of the number of our blast furn- 
ac That means more _Mbor for 
building and carrying on the work. 
And there is a very limited supply, 1n 
fact, no matgain of supply of highiv 
aekilied men who work these biast fur- 
naces. We have protected them 
against recruiting for months, In spite 
of that fact, we are short of Jabor for 
our blast furnaces, What is required 
for the purpose of increasing our sup- 
ply of ore? There are mines, Jam told 
in Lancashire, mines in. Cumberland 
and there are famous Cleveland mines, 
all producing excellent ore, ara I am 
told that if we could increase the 
labor in those mines we could « aug- 
ment by millions of tons a year the 
auantity of ore which can be produc: 
ed in this country. 
Appeal to Labor, 

“Here again you require skilled la- 
bor as well as unskilled labor. 1 wait 
to make a special appeal to both class- 
es, Skilled labor is Only available in 
the stone and slate quarries of Nort 
Wales and in some of the collieries, 
where at the present moment, the 
mines are working full time, Ther: 


are, I am told, a certain number of | 


mines from which they might be able 
to spare a few miners for this pur- 
pose, In those two directions we might 
be able to secure the necessary nym- 
ber of skilled men and for unskilled 
men we must trust the peopte of this 
country to place their services at the 
a'aposal of Mr, Neville Chamberlain. 
Unfortunately, in these cases the sav- 
ing can only como fairly late in the 


year. 
Production of Food. 

“Now Lcome to the third, and per- 
haps the most important, decision in 
which by home production we can 
assist to enable the country to over- 
come its difficulties, and that is in the 
Production of food supplies, Twenty

years after the Corn Laws were abol- | 


ished if this country we producet 
twice as much wheat as we imported, 
and since then four or five millions of 
acres of arable land have become 
ure, and about half the agricultu 
labor population has emigrated to the 
colonies. No doubt the state 
lamentable indifference to the import- 
anee of the agricultural industry ona 
to the very life of the nation, and that 
is a mistake which must never bo re- 
peated, No civilized country. in the 
world has spent less on agriculture, or 
even spent as little, either directly or 
indirect'y, as we. Between seventy and 
eighty per cent, of our total food sup- 
Ply has been imported yearly; and ot 
the present moment I want the coun- 
try to know our food stocks are low— 
lamentably low—lower than they ever 
have been within recollection, ‘This is 
very larvely due to the bad harvest. It 
is not altogether due to submarines. 
It is in the main due to our having 
about the \vorst harvest within our 

| recollection, 

| Increased Production, 

“Last yeur’s crops were a failure, 
| ana that of course is @ very serious 

tact when Our tonnage is absorbed to 
such an extent by war exigencies, and 
when our tonnage is diminishing. it 
is essential therefore, for the safety of 
‘he nation, for the maintenance of the 
nation, for the life of the nation, that 
we should put» forth immediately 
every effort to increase production for 
this year's harvest and the next. The 
immediate concern is this, year’s har 
vest. Kk, would-be unnecessary to have 
it if we had .doneit some time’ ago, 
but some of the measureswe have had 
to. take had to, be crovded ‘into a few 
weeks and I do ask when that occurs 
that “some measure of indulgence 
should be given to a man who, like 
the president of the board of agricti- 
| ture, is working under very difffertt 
| eonditions. 

“There are only a few weeks in 
which to sow spring wheat, oats, bar- 
ley and, potatoes. The winter wheat 
season has vone, and it is necessary 
that farmers should 2 induced to 
increase the area under cultivation at 
once, Otherwise the nation may 
| have to choose between diminishing 
its military effort and underfeeding 
it population, That is the choice 
which Germany is takinx, the choice 
of givine too little food rather than 
diminishing its military power and 
atrength and striking power. That is 
the choice we wish to avoid if we 
possibly can in this country; and we 
can do so, What is the main obsta- 
cle to inducing farmers to increase 
cultivation? It is partly the lack of 
labor. In some counties under the 
voluntary system Jabor has flocked 
to the standard and farms were left 
derelict, Some of these are about 
the most important corn-producing 
districte in this country. There was 
no system. When a laborer chose tu 
go there was no one to stop him, and 
there ig no doubt at all that a good 
many districts haye been depleted 
owing to the over-zeal and patriot- 
ism of the laborers themselves, Since 
the military service act there has been 
some discrimination exercised. At 
any rate there are tribunals who have 
been sitting in judgment in these 
cases and. considering the facts placed 
before them; and I may say, with 
regard to thirty thousand men called 
up, out of the sixty thousand whom 
the tribunals have dispensed wiih, 
only ten thousand have really heen 
called up for service,
